NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


SABBATIL SCHOOLS, 


A short discussion found place in our columns some time ago on the subject 
of Sabbath Schools. The discussion was one in name only, since those who 
took opposite sides in it were in agreement on the main principle involved. The 
correspondent who declared himself opposed to Sabbath Schools was opposed to 
them only because of their being held on Sabbath. Ie appears to have had no 
objection to classes meeting for religious instruction on Sundays. His opposi- 
tion was based on the circumstance that attendance at Synagogue on Sabbath 
involves sufficient withdrawal from the family circle, which ought on the day 
of rest to remain as unbroken agit was wont to be iu olden times. The propriety, 
however, of offering additional opportunities for receiving rcligivuus tustruction 
iy cases In Which the ordinary provision for this purpose is 
bo nor anyons elie woul bo disposed to deny,

The Sabbath School established by Uie Association for the 
Diffusion of Religious Kuowledge has been in existence for many years, aod is 
the most successful enterprise which the Association has undertaken. The 
(lourishing condition of the school is the most eloquent and convincing reply 
that can be made to possible objections to voluntary religious classer, ‘Lhe 
teachers are engaged in the work of instruction during the whole of the week 


and yet are not averse from giving up a part of their hard-earned rest for the 


purpose of imparting religious knowledge on the Sabbath. Such very 
meritorious services, moreover, they are content to render without remuneration. 
Practically, all the children who enjoy the benefit of their tuition attend some 
school, such as the Free School,during the weck,so that itis not the total want of 
religious instruction which brings them to these Sabbath Classes, but the feeling 


on the part of the parents that itis not easy to have too much of such instruction, 


It cannot be said, however, that other attempts at establishing Sabbath Schools 
in the metropolis have been atténded with much sueccss. Very many years ago, 
if we remember rightly, a Sabbath School was in existence in Southwark. Pat 
it died from something like sheer inanition—a- fact all the stranger, secing 
that soon afterwards. religions life in the Sonth of London demonstrated 
itself unmistakably in the building of the Borough Synagorue, The Weet 
End Sabbath Classes were born somewhat latir, and enjoyed for a time 
a vigorous existence. Tul they, too, came to an end, owing to causes connected 
rather with the managers, we believe, than with the pupils. In the- North, 
again, Sunday Classes were formed and taught in connection with 


the North London Synagogue by Mrs. Morris Joseph, who conducted 
them very successfully, until the removal of her husband: to Liverpool. 


Au attempt to revive them, which was subsequently made by the Kev. 


Isidore Harris, was not so successful as might have been wished. We cannot 
but’ believe that such classes are greatly neeled in all these districts. In the 
southern and west-central districts there are Jewish schoois : buat while the elild- 
ren who attend them would be none the worse but all the better for .alditional 
instruction in religious subjects, there must be many who attend non Jewish 
schools and who receive little or no rejigious instruction. We are glad to learn 
that some energetic ladies have lately established a Religions Class ia Uackney, 
which meets on Sabbaths. It appears to have had an auspicious beginning ; 
and we are assured that some such step was nee!ed to counteract the baneful 
activity of the conversionists. Sabbath or Sunday Classes are held in Birming- 
ham, Liverpool and other towns We shouid be glad to see such Classes 
established under proper supervision in Connection with every congrega‘ion both 
in and out of the metropolis. There exists no place of worship belonging to 
other denominations, from the most pretentious of ritualistic churches to the 
humblest Bethel, which has not its Sanday School affiliated to it, and acting as 
its auxiliary. Why Jews should be so slow to copy such a good example, we 
are at a loss to understand. There is nothing Jewish in inditicrence to religious 
knowledge. In bygone times, so close was the connection between the Syna- 
gogue and the School, that worship and the religious instruction of children tock 
place under the same roof, and the circumstauce fiuds its memento in the word 
Schul’, which is still popularly applied to the synagogue. In the matter of 
Sabbath Schools, then, we may well be more conservative thin we are, Even 
in congregations which have their schools and their preachers, additional reli- 
gions instruction is not superiiuous. Preachers seldom descend in their pulpit- 
addresses to the Jevel of the child’s intellect. With the best intentions in ths 
world, they can only do so occationally. The Sabbath Sehool would give them 
the opportunity of speaking frequently to the young in a strain suited to their 
powers and their requirements. Nor should the existence of Jewish schools 

militate against the establishment of Sabbath Classes. As we have said cn a 
previous occasion, the religious instruction usually given in ordinary schools is 
not so cumprehensive as not to need supplementing by the preacher who, so to 
speak, is the religious instructor par excellence. However excellent the average 
Jewish teacher is in his mode of imparting a knowledge of Hebrew as a 
language, his qualifications as an exponent of Jewish doctrine and practice are 

not unexceptionable. One of the most prominent features in the Sabbath Schoc! 

should be the periodical and frequent addresses of the minister. In congrega- 

tions which have neither school nor preacher, the necessity for Sabbath Classes 

becomes intensified ; aud their establishment is not a matter of more difficulty 

than it is in those congregations that are, in respect of religious teaching, more 

fortunate. There are to be found everywhere capable men and women who, 

engaged in their own business occupation during tlie week, will yet gladly 
devote a few hours on Sabbath or Sunday to religious instruction. Such persons 
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congregation includes such willing hearte,and in a pecuniary sense can well 
afford to give them the work they long to do. But in a far higher sense the 
profit they will reap will be incalculable. The children who hitherto have been 
growivg up with a most imperfect knowledge of their religion will now under- 
stand it better and, therefore, love it better. They will learn to take a pride in 
it, and so be filled with aspirations after that uprightness of life which is to be 
desired both for its own sake and because it reflects honour on Judaism. 


SYNAGOGUE CHOIRS. 


The condition of the Choir of an important metropolitan synagogue is 
engaging the attention of the Committee. We wish this particular Choir were 
the only one that afforded matter for unfavourable comment. But the fact is that 
the entire system is at fault, and until some radical changes are effected in it the 
general dissatisfaction will manifest itself from time to time. For that dis- 
satisfaction several causes are to be found. In the first place, the waterial of 
which Synagogue Choirs are mainly composed is indifferent both as to quality 
and quantity. The supply of good voices does not equal the demand. This may 
sound like a paradox when it is remembered that Jews have the reputation of 
being eminently a musical people. Bat the fact is undoubted ; and its explana- 
tion lies in tle circumstance that there is a dearth of coreligionists who are 
both gifted with musical voices and possessed of the inclination to use them for 
the benefit of the Synagogue Service. To make a chorister two things are 
reqnire \—vocal ability and willingness to serve in the ranks of a Choir. The 
first requisite is possessed by a sufficiently large number of coreligionists, the 
second is posseased by very fev of them. Our Choirs are paid choirs, when they 
might, and should, be composed either wholly or ia part of volunteers, There 
is an unreasonable objection on the part of the members of the so-zalled better 
classes to joining or allowing their children to join a Choir. There would be 
something derogatory, they fancy, in doing so. 
this idea into their heads passes our comprehension. To assist in the perform- 
ance of the Service—to help in leading the thoughts of the congregant upwards 
in worship—onght, to our mind, be regarded as the very opposite of an unworthy 
occupation. Mem ership of a Choir, far from being despised, ought to be, on 
the contrary, the ambition of every Jewish man and boy who has the necessary 
gift of a musical voice. It seeins to us that such persons cannot more appro- 
priately express their gratitude for the beautiful endowment with which they 
have been blessed than by employing it to praise and glorify the Divine Giver 
in Lis consecrated House. That we Jews do not see the matter in this aspect is 


one of those peculiarities which belong to ourselves alone, and which are by no 
means a source of credit to us, 


after by rich and poor alike. With us choral singing is left to members of the 
poorer and the lower middle classes, who, having no greater inclination for the duty 
than their wealthier brethren, have to be induced to perform it by the offer of a 
emall salary. The evils resulting from this state of affairs are obvious. The 
field in which to seck for good voices becumes necessarily restricted, and the 
choir-master has frequently to contert himself with an ind fferent singer jns¢ 
because there ia no better to be found. But the absten.ion of the members 
of the more affluent classes operates adversely in another way. As a 
g*neral rule, it may be said that they have, in virtue of their superior 
education, some knowle’ge of music, which wonld be of considerable 
benefit in improving the condition of any Choir they might join. Their 
holding aloof is, therefore, a double source of weakness. Could they but 
overcome their prejudice against j ining a Choir, many a good voice, for 
which the uahappy Cioir-master now seeks in vain, would be forthcoming, 
and, whatis at least equally important, an amount of musical ability could be 
utilized which hitherto has been withheld fron the synazogue service. . Another 
advantage wou'd result from this change of feeling. Our Choirs would be 
numerically stronger. Iu nearly every synagogue the Choir is too small to be 
effective. Even when the choir is at its full strength it is too weak; but should 
one of the two or three principal choristers be absent, then failure is sure to be 
the result. Everyone who his been present in a aynagogue when one of the tenors, 
for example, has been kept at home by bal weather or by a cold, will preserve 
a lively recollection of the excruciating seveation he has felt on the occasion 
Let only a goodly nomber of volunteers present themse:ves for admission into 
the Choir, and theae musical difficulties, to ray notuing of financial obstacler, 
would disappear. Nor weuld other advantages be wanting. One great cause 
of the popular dirsatisfaction with cur Choirs is to be found in the method of 
instruction employed, So long as they are taught by “ear” instead of by 
“note,” so long will they be a thorn in the side of every worshipper who has 
been gifted with the musical sense, No one sees that this is a grave source cf 
weakness more clea'ly than the Choir-master himself, But he tel!s us that he is 
powerless to reform the ayrtem, The task of instructing his choristers by no‘e 
would, he assores ur, involve time and labour quite dispropostionate to the results 
to be achieved. The constitution of the Choir is, so far, at least,as the sopranos and 
altos are concerned, always changiog. Boys’ voices last only a short time, and 
then others must be int:odaced in their place. The work of instruction is ended 
in the one case only to begin over again in the other. Boys may come and boys 
may go, says the Choir-master, but I go on for ever. How, then, he contends, can 


he be reasonal ly expected to teach his choristers music when as soon as they are. 


efficient they will leave him, and the ¢rill will have to be commenced afresh with 
the recruits, only to end in the same way? Can teaching by ear, he urges, produce 
worse resnlie,in such circumstances, than teaching by note? It is impossible 


not to feel the force of the contention.’ And we can only repeat that we should — 
hear litus of it, if those who have alieady some knowledge of music would bu - 


Why they should have taken. 


Among other denominations to sing in the Choir: 
' of the church or the chapel is considered an honour, and one which is sought 


offer their services as choristers. They would form a sort of musical backbone 
to their Choir with the effect of strengthening its entire frame. They, at least, 
would be taught by note; and perhaps that circumstance might inspire their 
instructor with the desire to teach the other members on the same principle. We 
fear, however, we cannot let the Choir-masters off altogether. They are not entirely 
innocent of the charge of contributing to the inefliziency of the Choirs they 
lead. Do they not change the music too often? Do they not write compositions 
which are learnt with difficulty and sung with difficulty ? Do they not evince 
too great a fondness for their own melodies and too small an affection for those 
of other composers, and so prevent that uniformity in the selection of synagoguc- 
music which is so desirable ? In short, we could say to our choir-masters, do 
not write so much, and write wore simply. Be content with a melody which 
your Choir and your congregation can sing together, though you have nt 
written it yourself, And try whether you cannot arrange that the same familiar 
compositions should be sung cn stated occasions in every metropolitan synagogue,

The 
Cavaliere opened the list with a contribution of 100 lire, On Sunday. the 9th inst.,a 
solemn faneral service was held at the Synagogue in Asti, An elegy. specially 
written for the occasion by the Chief Rabbi Terracina, and set to musie by a well- 
known Jewish composer, Signor Levi of Turin, was sung during the service. Several 
Italian journals published obituary notices (the ///ustrazione of Milan in addition cou- 


tained a portrait) of the late Dr. Artom, whose career was referred to by all in terms 
of the highest admiration and respect. 


UnitED STATES.—The Hon. F. B. Jonas, of New Orleans, has been elected a 
member of the Senate. During the war, sympathising with the Southern cause, he 
fought bravely in the Confederate army, rising from the ranks to the responsible post 


of Adjutant of an artillery regiment. He has just brought to a close his term of 
office as City Counsel for New Orleans. ? 


RoMANTIC POETRY AMONG THE JEWs.—A lecture on romantic poetry among 
the Jews was recently delivered at Berlin by Dr. Christeller. The lecturer pointed out 
that Jewish lyrical poetry has frequently been supposed to be limited to the Psalms 
and to the Song of the Shulamite. Some of the prayers have possibly also been 
included in the list, but. if poetry at all. these were limited to religious subjects. No 
one could have supposed that the Jews have not only been eminent in lyrics, but even 
in Many cases originators of this class of poetry. It is notorious that the Jewish 
yecople were the first to give: woman almost equal rights with man, in opposition to 
the comparative servility in which she was held even by the civilized nations of 
Greece and Egypt. ‘The poems which have reached us prove that the veneration for 
women expressed in the poetry of the troubadours was first originated by the Jews. X 
speciality of their poetry is that they do not aspire with poetical but exaggerated 
language for the species of supernatural and frequently illegitimate happiness long: dl 
for by the Troureres, but that the supreme end of their poetry is.a happy marriage. 
The lecturer mentioned a poem in which—as is frequent in Hebrew poetical compos! 
tions—every line begins with a successive letter of the alphabet. In this the author 
praises the virtue of the, housewife and says that as many letters are required to sing 
them as are necessary for the praise of God. The moral of the poem is that one should 
rather attribute to one’s wife a number of virtues she does not possess, than. as is too 
often the case. criticise her faults too closely. The close of another poem in which a 
girl tells how her lover kissed her dark eyes, is to the following effect : * I doubt that 
the rascal did not kiss my eyes but his own picture in them.” ‘The eminent position 
occupied by the Jews in France in the thirteenth century no doubt had a special effect 
on their literary productions. They belonged at that time to the most influential 
classes, so much so that the Bishop of Lyons complained to King Louis that more 
people attended the sermons of the Rabbis than his own: that conversions to Judaism 
were constantly occurring and that it had been found necessary to alter the weekly 
market day from Saturday to Wednesday. ‘The Bishop further complained that they 
were the most successful workmen. and that a number of Christian children attended 
their schools where they had to learn Hebrew as well as their own language. ‘There 
are poems of this period which satirize the excessive luxuries of life. In one of them 
it is mentioned that water is never seen on the table of a wealthy Jew. That the sacl 
centuries of oppression which followed were not adapted to produce the lighter forms 


_ of poetry was pointed out by Dr. Christeller, who closed his lecture with a few worls 


of hope that the toleration now extended in all Europe to the Jews would shortly 
reach the shores of the Black Sea. 7

JUDAISM AND THEISM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

€ir,—It is difficult to discover the object which Mr. Henriques has in view 
in sending, all the way from Cannes, the letter which appeared in your last 
number. He appears to have great admiration for Judaism providing all Jewish 
belief be eliminated. He believes that the day is fast approaching when “the 
miraculous history ” will be called “ the marvellous history of Israel,” “ and 
when much that bas for centuries been deemed essential to Jewish belief will have 
to be abandoned ;” also that “ we should not fear to imitate the act of the Sibyl 
and by partial destruction render the residue more priceless.” Mr. Henriques 
resembles the man who, on coming into poasession of a beautiful statue, mutilates 
it in order to show what a beautiful torso it would make He states that we 
should welcome Theists as co-worshippers, and join them in all publie service, 
reserving for ourselves only the memories of the past and expectations of the 
future. 

To carry the argument of Mr. Henriques to its logical conclusion, we 
must discard all Biblical ordinances, such as circumcision, dietary laws, restric- 
tions as to marriage, &c._1n fact, we muet abandon those observances on which 
the very existence of the Jewish race depends, and for what? Solely, to attract 
those who crave for “a worship free from mystery and dogma.” 3 

Surely, Mr. Henriques must know that sach opinions as these can make no 
impression upon the mass of the Jews. Among the millions of our race, so 
miraculously preserved, a vast majority still firmly adhere to the divinely 
inspired teachings of Moses They believe, and will continue to believe, with a 
perfect faith in the miracles of which our ancestors were spectators. 

They will continue to train their children to follow in the same path even 
when the glorious restoration of the Jews to Palestine will have for ever silenced 
such would-be improvers of our holy religion. Such steadfast faith ensures a 
far happier existence to its followers than can be obtained by any class of 
sceptics, who hardly consider what they offer in exchange for the priceless boon 
of a well balanced religious mind. : 

Mr. Henriques concludes his letter by invoking.memories of martyrdom and 
self-sacrifice. He, however, ignores the fact that such deeds were the outcome 
of the tenacious observance of those religious ordinances the surrender of which 
he advocates,

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CURONICLE.” 

Sir,—I cannot refrain from sending you a word of thanks for the generous 
and sympathetic article in response to Mr. Voysey’s communication on Jadaism 
and Theism. The Jewish and Gentile alliance which I have recently advocated 
in your cclumns ought perbaps to be more definitely expressed as an alliance 
between progressive Jews and Theists, for only such Jews and Gentiles are ever 
likely to meet and fraternize for the advancement of a common cause. Mr. 
Voysey assures us that the late Dr. Benisch (whom I regard as a genuine 
prophet) was decidely in favour of such an alliance, and [ hope the time may 
epeedily arrive when there shall be many more English Jews as enlightened and 
earnest as he, and then all that welook for in this direction will be accomplished, 
Those ‘conservative Jews, who feed contentedly on the past and fail to consider 
the future, seem to be apprehensive that their religion must necessarily suffer 
from any contact with Theism ; they have so little confidence in its inherent 
strength and elasticity that they would have it perpetually isolated like the 
Earthen Pot of the Fable, lest the first hard rab against another vessel should 
prove its destruction. We are told that if Jews begin to fraternize with Theists 
they will soon regard their distinctive religious observances as superfluous, and 
prefer the greater religious freedom and simplicity of their Theistic friends till 
they become at length entirely assimilated with them. — I believe this appreben- 
sion to be altogether groundless. Did Mendelssohn in the last century become 
in any respect an inferior Jew for. having associated with Lessing and other 
Theiats ? Was Dr. Benisch’s regard for Judaism less intense through his having 
among his religious friends such men as Mr. Voysey? I celieve that a really 
enlightened Jew, although he might neglect some of the ancient observances of 
his religion without suffering any individual detriment, would refrain from taking 
this liberty so long as he should consider such observances beneficial to others 
aud of real worth and eflicacy in holdiog together the Jewish community. For 
my own part, while longing to see the Jews of this country reform themselves 
collectively and make a good united advance, I should never think of encourag.: 


ing any single reformer among them to dissociate himself from his brethren or 


discard any of the disciplinary regulations which are deemed worthy of retention 
by the experienced rulers of Isracl. It is natural enough for Christians and tor 
revolutionary sceptics to entice the Jew away frov: his religion, but Theists, so 
far as | know them, have widely different aims ; they have no wish to compass 
the destruction of Judaism, but desire to add to its strength and vitality. 

In this age of scientific investigation there are many influences at work 
tending to make young educated Jews sceptical and indifferent with regard to 
their ancient religion. There might be found at the present day hundreds of 
such cases as that of the supposed “ nephew” of Dr. Benisch which is now being 
detailed in the interesting series of letters putlished in your columns. And these 
cases can only be successfully met by progressive Jews, like Dr. Benisch, who 
boldly take up new ground and know how to strengthen their position with the 
timely aid of Theistic allies, Let the youthful sceptic fall into the bands of a 
timid conservative teacher who scrupulously holds aloof from such men as Mr. 
Voysey and the chances are that he will soon become a member of some fashion- 
able Christian church or otherwise fall away iu the opposite direction, and help 
to swell the revolutionary masses of atheism. 

_A fear is often expressed, that young Jews by associating with zealous 
Theists and coming under the influence of their teaching may at length be led 
‘to do justly, love mercy and walk humbly with their God” (Micah vi. 8), and 
be comparatively indifferent to other things. I believe that there is very little 
danger of the Jewish people depreciating forms and ubservances, and that the 
greater portion of them are far more likely to err in an opposite direction. What 
they should endeavour to guard against is the degeneration of their religion into 
# were Ceremonialism, divested of all vital Theism: the going through a per- 


— round of forms and observances and having no communion with God. I 
ave no wish to withdraw them from any useful and salutary observance, but 
should much like to see them follow the teaching of Hillel in preference to that 
of Shammai, and am thus only repeating the sentimen's which I constantly hear 
from their own earnest reformers. It is not well for any religious community 
to overburden their ritual, or to satisfy their conscience with a mechanical round 
of bead-counting and keeping of saints’-days ; and intercourse with Theists cannot 
be other than beveficia! to Jews if it helps to prevent them from sinking into 
such wretched degeneracy, and to fill them with a new enthusiasm for 
righteousness. 

There are many Jews in this country whe think too much of their race, and 
little of their religion. I hope I shall live to see them become Jees clannish and 
more cosmopolitan, and taking a greater interest than they do at present in the 
government, education and general welfare of mankind. In the time of 
William ILL, when a foolish outcry was raised in England against the extensive 
influx of foreigners that fullowed that monarch, the celebrated De Foe rebuked 
his prejudiced countrymen in a clever poetical satire, entitled the “ True-born 
Englishman.” He reminds them therein that they are themselves altogether a 


medley community derived from Normans, Saxons, Danes, Picis, and other toreign 
adventurers, and adds: 


“Conld but our ancestors retrieve their fate, 
And sce their offspring thus degenerate, 

How we contend for birth and names unknown, 
And build on their past actions net our own, 
They'd cancel records and their tombs detace, 
And then disown the vile degenerate race ; 

The fame of families is all a cheat, 

"Tis personal virtue only makes us great!’ 

Perhaps some gifted De Foe will rise up among the Jews one of these days, 
and admivister to them a similar rebuke. What with the dispersion of the Ten 
Tribes and the varions subscquent dispersions and migrations of their brethren, 
the great family of Israel is now become more or less mixed up with all the 
nations and families of the earth, and it would be, perhaps, as difficult to 
discover a modern Israelite without a litthe Gentile blood in his veins, as to 
point to an unblended Eoglishinan. There is an interesting modern theory 
afloat in this country making ont that we English folks, mixed up as we 
notoriously are and derived from so many sources, are real children of Abraham, 
having originally descended from the Ten Lost Tribes of Israel. It is by no 
means uulikely that some of us may have spruog from those ancient wanderers, 
but even if we could clearly make out our pedigree to such a remote parentage 


(which I hope we never ehall), there would be nothing in that circumstance of. 


which we could reasonably boast. We should more than ever need to guard 
against the pride of ancestry, which was long since justly corrected by the 
teaching of De Foe. To have some portion of Abraham's blood in our veins, 
cannot more profit us than if we held as a precivus relic one of his bones: the 
true sons of Abraham are those who make a covenant with God as he did, and 
may justly be considered his disciples. 

It has been said of the Turks that they bold the finest geographical position 
in the world, but cannot tomelbow be got to appreciate and wake the most of it; 
and the saine thing might be said of the Jews with respect to their central and 
commanding religious position, They greatly need energetic and spirited allies 
to rouse them up to a full sense of their wonderful advantages, and help ‘them 
to improve and develop to the utmost their splendid inherntance. Let them, 
then, be guaranteed against the constant worrying of an aggressive idolatry by 
some kind of Anglo-Jewish Convention, for which there might be found a 
‘Cyprus—a very good and salutary and convenient Cyprus—in the old institation 
known as the “ Proselytes of the Gate.” I have so doubt that with the help, 
encouragement an! assurance of security which must come of such an alliance, 
they would turn their:thonughts more to the cultivation asd advancement of 
that noble religion of theirs that has suffered so long fron neglect, and weuld 
start on a new course of progress and usefulness which should completely 
eclipse all the glories of their past career. | : 

The Jews, since the removal of their disabilities, have made a considerable 
advance in political influence, and I want them to speak out, as tuey are fairly 
entitled to do, on religious matters, and make their enlightened views felt and 
respected not only in the State, but inthe Church. Why have they not many 
more euch writers as Grace Aguilar, able to instruct their coreligionists, and to 
command, at the same time, an equal amount of attention in the wider circle of 
the Gentile world? There are powerful Jewish sermons preached occasionally 
to smna!l audiences, which ought to be heard and considered and pondered over, 
far beyond the walls of the synagogue. I trust the time will soon come when 
such discourses shall be published, as they deserve to be, and circulated through 
every town and village of this country. A Jarge section of English Protestants, 
dissatisfied with their old idolatries, are fully prepared to receive the higber 


_ religious instruction which Jewich teachers and Theists can impart, and to work 


out a new aud greater Reformation without avy of the war and tumult of the 
16th century, but the reformers must, of course, be cordiaily ucited, aud I 
cannot believe that the vast amount of good which lies bef: re them to be 


accomplished will be long arrested or postponed by little prejudices, jealousies .

JEWISH WOMEN AND “WOMEN’S RIGHTS.” 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—Your correspondent of last week, although she confirms the correct- 
ness of the majority of iny assuwptions, scarcely gives me the distinct definition 
of “ Women's Rights” that 1 had hoped would have been furnished by one of 
the claimants. She ia, evidently, not the Mrs. Levy, to whow, as a member of 
the Jewish Working Men's Club, I aliuded in my last, for that lady bas recently 
opened a debate, in which she successfully carried a motion deprecating the 
very views held by your correspondent; but she is, [ presume, an elderly lady 
who has seen much of the world, and whose grave experience gives weight to 
her expressions of opinion on this most important subject. Deferring, for the 
present, my proposed especial reference to the Jewish phase of the question and 
mentioning, incidentally, that there have been forwarded to me several private 
letters from mothers of families, kindly approving of my course of action, I 
would ask you to grant me sufficient space for a few remarks «n Mrs. (or Miss ?) 
Levy's letter. What is claimed of us is not the conventionally courteous 
Hommage auc dames! but they peremptorily put forward the dictatorial 
request Place aux dames! ; 

As the gist of a lady’s letter is, ordinarily, to be found in the postcript, so 
the real secret of the writer’s motives is revealed in her concluding reference to 


“the melancholy crowd of femmes incomprises, so characteristic of the age." 


The expression which she brings forward is a favourite one with the writers of 
French novels with the bilious-looking bindings, which young ladies are usually, 


and most properly, forbidden to read during their spinsterhood. Strange it is, — 


but equally true, that one never hears of wn homme incompris! It is al ways a 
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woman who is“ incomprise” and it is, usually, we are pound to state. because 
she is ineseaprehensible. here are some “ restless, ambitions women,” to adopt 
your correspoa dent's own phrasevlogy, to whom it is the highest possible 
pleasure to pose as martyrs. They are not content with ordinary womans 
work, but, if they fiond themselves incapable of anything beyond the ordinary 
routine of every-day life, they put it all down to the heartless want of apprecta- 
tion of a cold world. Man, unsympathetic and selfish Man, monopolises, they 
say, all the opportunities for distinction, and their great, though, hitherto, 
hidden, powers have not free play. Now, asa matter of fact, it is, and has 
always been, open to women to make the world happier and wiser by some 
great discovery or invention. Why did not a woman discover electricity, 
or the manifold uses of steam, and why does she not cven improve upon 
previously existing developments of science? Why has no female composer 
ever male people the richer by some sweet strains? Beyond Mrs. Browning, 
what great poctess has the sex given tous? Lady-noveliste we have in plenty, 
but one only has been in the first rank, and even she has been largely assisted 
by her constant association with two of the greatest thinkers of the age, 
Herbert Spencer and G. HU. Lewes. Art is open to women eqnally with men, 
but setting aside Rosa Bonheur, Angelica Kanffwann and Miss Thompson in 
painting, and Miss Hosmer in sculpture, who, of the sex, has left her mark in this 
respect upon any age ? Women are excellent exponents of the dramatic art, it is 
true, end admirable executants of music, but in this they are only conveying the 
creations and compositions of envious and exclusive Man. I have not com- 
pletely exhausted the field that is open to Woman.. I have merely pointed out 
a few of her neglected opportunitics, Your correspondent has given us three 
names of ladies distinguishe | in ecience, which is not a very extensive catalogue. 
She tells us that ten of the eleven girls who went op for the last London 
Matriculation passed,-and that half the beys were “ plucked "—but she does not 
tell us the number of boys that went up for examination. It is not that 
“physical power was always in the ascendant,” as your correspondent says, 
and, if it were, women were always ready to take their share of the world’s 
fighting and heroism, as witness Jacl, the Maid of Saragossa, and Jeanne d’Arc. 
Woman must first prove her capacity, for taking advantage of the ample scope 
for distinction that she possesses, before she can claim new privileges, the grant- 

ing of which may disarrange the whole existing social framework. | 
The truth i, that the duties of Woman in the world are so absorbing, and 
her proper field of action involves such large responsibilities, that she has no 
time for much development in the way that your correspondent, and her sup- 
porters, would suggest. The sphere of Woman is such a grand one; her influence 
is so large and so beneficent, that she may well claim to be excused from addi- 
tional labour, rather than ask to have new work thrust upon her. Oar children, 
our. homes, our very existence would tuffer were Woman to enter upon a com- 
petitive struggle with Man, for which she has already proved her incapacity. 
There are exceptional women, as there are exceptional men, but legislation must 
not be atapted to isolated cases. Everything in this world fiads its own level 
and, were women. mentally s'ronger than men, they would long ago have made 
this ‘act evident, and have obtained the ascendancy. levealed religion 
(although perhaps am going too far in imposing .the acceptance of revealed 
religion upon ladies of such “ High Culture”) clearly defines the position of 
Woman. It is one entirely different from that of man, but equal to, and even 
surpassing, his usefulness in the sckeme of creation. The moral mission of 
Woman is a noble one. No woman need remain restless or ‘iconprise if she 
fulfil the mirsion adequately. Nor is it incompatible with the complete 
“development of ber own intellect.” There are thousands of women who are 


content with their lot; who are delightful companions to man, and charming. 


members of society by reason of their admirable intelligence and culture, and 
of the well-directed manner in which they use these valuable qualities, Such 
ladies would probably make bad lawyers or politicians, but they have the good

JEWISH EMPLOYERS AND THE SABBATH. 
TO THE EDITOR uF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—The present scarcity of employment suggests the expediency of enquiring 
into a subject which is fraught with the gravest importance to the community—the 
disinclination which is very generally manifested by Jewish merchants and trades- 
men to give employment to members of their own faith. I. propose, after calling 
your attention to the rapid growth of this evil, to point out the reasons which Jewish 
employers assign for the preference they entertain for Christian servants, and to 
examine the cogency of their arguments. Next, I shall ‘depict the injurious conse- 
quences of this tendency, and then, after showing what class of the community is 
most seriously affected by this state of things, 1 shall, with ail diffidence, suggest 
the means which it may be advisable to adopt in order to effect an improvement, 

No one will deny that employment among members of our community is daily 
growing more searce, Further, it will generally be admitted that matters have 
come to such a frightful pass, that an orthodox Jew (by orthodox, 1 mean one who 
observes the Sabbaths and Festivals), commencing the world, or out of employment, 
soon Tearns to despair of obtaining a situation which will afford him the facilities of 
keeping the sacred days. Should such an one offer itself, never mind how un- 
remuncrative, it is regarded asa yrand priv in the labour market, and, accordingly, 
attracis a host of competitors. Numberless coreligionists will bear me out in my 
assertions, and testify that I “nothing extenuate, nor set down aught in malice.” 

Jewish employers of labour—and I refer only to those who do nvt transact 
business on Sabbath—allege several reasons why they are opposed to Jewish servants, 
They are not so faithful, so obedient or so capable as the professors of other creeds. 
But the supreme fault found with them is that they are not satisfied like other men, 
to drudge all their lives for a moderate salary. They betray too great an anxiety to 
set up in business for themselves, to the detriment of their masters’ commercial 
interests, as soon as they have accumulated suilicient experience and capital. Of 
eourse, this is basely ungrateful towards those to whom they owe so much, To this 
complete list of charges I have more than one reply. In the first place, however 
well-founded they may be, they cannot be simultaneously true, because many of the 
faults of which the Jewish employer complains are such as to relieve him of the 
fear that his employe will ever be able successfully to compete with him. It is only 
the men who have rendered long and zealous service, who, when they commence 
business on their own account, will be able to make any considerable headway for 
themselves, The qualities required in both capacities are pretty nearly the same. A 
clever, industrious servant will make a successful merchant. If, then, it be true 
that Jews do avail themeelves of the earliest opportunity to assert their indepen- 
dence, it is because during their employment they have generally been distinguished 
tor the intelligence and fidelity of tucir services. The advantages on the one side 
therefore, amply compensate for the disadvantages on the other, but the latter are 
more apparent than real. In proportion to the value of Jewish services is the 

employer's anxiety to retain them, and when at length he loses them, instead of 
taking into cousideration the many years be has enjoyed the benefit of them, he 


feels highly aggrieved. J/inc lacrimae. For no other reason, as far as I can 
see, have Jewish employers become prejudiced against their coreligionists, leavin 
them no alternative but to seek engagements in Christian houses, and desecrate the 
Sabbaths and Festivals. But the evil does not stop here. Many a Jew whoa, if 
placed in more favourable circumstances, would attend synagogue once a week, 
never enters a place of worship; he forms non-Jewish associations, and gradually 
becomes estranged from all that is distinctive of his religion. Even when he becomes 
his own master, having once been accustomed to Saturday labour, he is not likely to 
close his place of business on the seventh day. The habit has grown too strong for 
him to care to make such a change, even did it not entail considerable pecuniary 
sacrifices. And thus the evil is perpetuated, and the truly orthodox Jew, owing to 
circumstances wholly beyond his control, is soon stranded on the quicksands of 
religious indifference, and becomes a Jew in name only. And yet we congratulate 
ourselves on the activity manifested in the congregational life of the community | 
With unqualified satisfaction, we note opulent places of worship springing up in 
every locality in the metropolis, and we pride ourselves on the growing importance 
of the United Synagogue. But, Sir, are we not sadly deceiving ourselves in mistak- 
ing these external signs of religion for true progress - Is there not something 
pitifully ludicrous in erecting elegant fanes in every Jewish centre, and, at the 
same time, driving would-be worshippers into Christian counting-houses? 

Now what class of the community is most affected by this state of things! Not 
the wealthy, for they can afford to remunerate their masters for the business know. 
ledge they acquire, and, in consideration of this, to make arrangements with respect 
to the Sabbaths and Festivals, Nor the very poor, who, in this respect. have various 
facilities not within the reach of those who occupy a higher social grade. They can 
either find employment as workmen with Jewish manufacturers, or they can be 
apprenticed to Jewish masters by our charitable institutions. It is the lower middle- 
class, who are unable to offer premiums. or to accept assistance in this direction, 
and who cannot undertake menial employments, who are the sufferers, It must not 
be thought. however, that even for the consideration of payment employment can 
always be had for our Jewish youth, The Jewish Board of Guardians, in its last 
annual report (page 4(}) complains :— 

« There is now no lack of applications from youths desirous of being apprenticed, but great 
difficulties are experienced by the Committee in finding Jewish masters in remuncrative trades to 
whom apprentices could safely be entrusted, otherwise the number of apprentices would have boca 
greater. Twenty-two boys are already apprenticed as cabinet-makers, and although journcyimen 
in this trade meet with remuncrative employment here and in the Colonies, the Committce would, 
nevertheless, except for the ditliculty of findmg masters, have preferred not to apprentice any larce 
proportion of their appreutices to any one particular trade. ‘The strict observance of the Sabbath 
and Holydays proves au obstacle to procuring Christian masters for trades hitherto not generally 
pursued by Jews. ‘There are, however, now 19 youths apprenticed to Christian masters, who have 
expressed to their respective quardians unqualified satisfaction with both the progress and conduct 
of their apprentices. An essential service will be rendered to the Industrial Committee if the 
supporters of the Board will induce some of the masters employed by them to take some Jewish 
apprentices,” 

Sir, I hold that every Jewish employer of labour who closes his place wf 
business on the Sabbath, is indirectly, if not directly, responsible for this increasing 
evil. If aman were to see a fellow-creature starving for the want of a loaf of bread 
which he had it in his power to give, the world would regard him, and rightly so, 
as morally guilty of murder. In the same way, the Jewish employer of labour who, 
without. sufficient reason, refuses to engage the services of his coreligionist, and 
thus compels him to seek Christian employment, is morally answerable for the 
Sabbath-breaking which must result therefrom. There is a selfishness even in 
religion, and-it is manifested by all observant Jews who offer no facilities to others 
to imitate their orthodoxy. This is not my religion. Heaven itself would not be 
Heaven to me, while I had left numbers of my fellow-travellers out in the cold, 
witheut even offering them a helping hand. 

Such being the dixadvantages under which so many of our coreligionists labour, 
I yenture to suggest that our clergy should wnite and form the nucleus of an associ: 
ation for promoting the strict. observance of the Sabbaths and Festivals. This 
association should make application to all Jewish employers, and induce them tv 
become connected with its working. This could easily be done if every Jewish 
minister would exert his influence in his own congregation. Jewish employers 
should communicate their vacancies to the association, which would have the power 
of recommending applicants to fill them. Every orthodox Jew seeking a situation 
would apply to the minister of his synagogue, who would be better able than anyone 
else to judge of his sincerity and re=pectability, If satisfied of these, he could obtain 
him employment through the channels of the association. to the advantage of the 
masters as well as the servants, for such a recommendation would be a guarantee 
of respectability and high religious principle. If such a body were intelligently 
managed, it could hardly. I think, fail to secure the confidence of the community. 
From thi- it would he an easy step to enlixt the sympathies of a few. Christian firms, 
who would pay that deference to the scruples of a corporate association which they 
would hardly pay to those of an individual. Should they be induced to become 
athiliated to such a body, I doubt not they would discover ere long. like other Chris- 
tian employers before them, ample cause to “express unqualified satisfaction with 
the progress and conduct of their Jewish servants,” 

Apologising for intruding so greatly on your space. and trusting. if you think 
fit to insert this letter. that you will give the community the benefit of your opinions

JEWS’ 


A General Court of the Governors and Subscribers of the Jews’ Hospital and 
Orphan Asylum, was held on Sunday last, at the institution. Lower Norwood: Dr. H. 
BEHREND. President. in the Chair. There was a large attendance. The General 
Court was held for the election of sixteen boys and eight girls as inmates: to elect 
the Honorary Officers and Committee for the ensuing year; and to receive the 
‘Treasurer's account and the annual report for the past year. | 

In opening the proceedings. the CHAIRMAN said that the election of that day 
was for a larger number of children than had previously been admitted at one 
election. He formally declared the ballot open. 

The following were appointed Scrutineers: Messrs. J. I. Solomon, H. E. Meyers. 
John Hyam, and L. Montagu. 

In the course of the meeting, a discussion arose as to the strictness of the inves- 
tigation made by the Committee into the merits of the several candidates. Mr. C. 
WaLRAUCH, Mr. 8. A. GREEN. and Mr. Jonn HARRIS said that a much more search- 
ing investigation should be made. and that the Investigating Committee should be 
strengthened by the addition of several subscribers living in the East-end of London, 
or that the investigation should be conducted by the officers of the Board of 
Guardians. The CHAIRMAN assured the meeting that the Investigating Committee 
instituted a strict inquiry into the circumstances of every candidate, so as to ensure 
that only those really deserving of election were admitted as candidates. Even after 
election the Committee reserved to themselves the power to request the withdrawal 
of an inmate should the circumstances of the parents warrant such a course, and he 
mentioned that in one or two instances the Committee had taken this course. Any 
representations on the subject addressed to the Cominittee would always receive very 
careful consideration. : 

The CHAIRMAN said that two years having now elapsed since the amalgamation 
of the Jews’ Hospital and the Ophan Asylum, the first election of the Committee and 
Hon. Officers would that day be held under the provisions of the Scheme of Amalga- 
mation. The election would be for 24 members of the Committee, and six Hon. 
Officers. | | 

Dr. A. Asher and Mr. Barrow Emanuel acted as Scrutineers. and the following 
were elected: President, Dr. H. Behrend ; Vice-Presidents. Messrs. Maurice Beddington, 
Barnett Meyers and J. I. Solomon; Treasurers. Messrs. Samuel Moses and Joseph 
Sebag : Committee, Messrs. E, Alex, Lionel L. Alexander, David Benjamin, M. Castello, 
C. S. Davis. Edward Davis. Frederick Davis. Louis Davidson, Barrow Emanuel. 
Maurice Hart, D. Q. Henriques, John Hyam. N.S. Joseph. Edward A. Levy. Edward 
Lucas. Henry Lucas, Henry E. Meyer, A. de M. Mocatta, H. L. Micholls, L. D, Phillips, 
Henry Solomon, Lionel Van Oven, Edward Wagg and Arthur J. Waley. 

Mr. J. SeBaG, one of the Treasurers, then submitted the balance-sheet for the 
year 1878, and congratulated the subscribers upon the very satisfactory financial 
position of the institution. The receipts amounted in the aggregate to £7,023. 
including the following items: Dividends and ground-rents, £2.866: payments for 
‘pauper children. £499: annual subscriptions, £1.410;. anniversary collections and 
donations, £1.97: legacies and other small items, (267 I4s. The total expenditure 

for the year was £6,259; leaving a balance in hand of £743. | 

The CHAIRMAN mentioned that the annual subscriptions now amounted t6 more 
than the total of the subscriptions to the Orphan Asylum and the Jews’ Hospital 
before the amalgamation. (Applause.) It was anticipated when the Scheme of 
amalgamation was under consideration that the subscriptions might fall off. but. so 
far from this having taken place there had been an actual increase. ‘This result was 
most gratifying, and was the surest index of the way in which the public had 
signified their approval of the amalgamation and of the manner in which the united 
charity was managed. He would urge the friends of the institution to exert them- 
selves to secure a still further augmentation of the annual subscriptions, which were 
the backbone -of the charity. and if those who regularly gave donations at every 
anniversary Gould be induced to make their donations annual subscriptions the 
Committee might be able to avoid holding an annual dinner, The Committee regarded 
the Balance-sheet submitted that day to the governors as eminently satisfactory. © In 
the first year after the amalgamation a large sum was expended in necessary altera- 
tions and repairs to the Building, and to meet this extraordinary expenditure the sum 
of £1,100 was borrowed, which had now been repaid, and the institution started on 
the Ist of January with a debt of only £300. ~ At present there was required to sup- 
port the institution (1,500 a year- beyond the annual subscriptions and dividends. 
There should be no difficulty in raising that amount. When the children elected that 
day were admitted there would be 195 inmates. The Scheme of Amalgamation pro- 
vided for the admission of 180, He hoped that by the support of the public the 
“ommittee would be enabled to admit the maximum number of inmates the building 
was capable of holding, viz., 220. The subscribers could give the Committee credit 
for managing the institution with zeal and energy. (Hear, hear). It only depended 
upon the support given to the charity at the approaching anniversary dinner for the 
benefits to be still further extended. The institution was possessed of funded pro- 
perty valued at £70.04), plus the building and grounds at Norwood. and the freehold 
properties at Mile End and the Tenter Ground. The strictest possible economy was 
practised in the management of the institution. The laundry had been rebuilt, and 
now the whole of the washing was carried on in the buisding. He assured the sub- 
scribers that the Committee would continue to exercise the utmost vigilance in the 
economical management of the institution. (Applause.) 

The Balance-sheet was then adopted. : 

Mr. Lionet VAN Oven, the Honorary Secretary of the institution: read the 
annual report of the Committee. During the year two clections have been held, at the 
latter of which 12 boys and 6 girls were elected : besides these. one girl (deprived of 
both parents) was admitted by resolution of the Committee; and one boy and six girls 
were admitted under the provisions of the Pauper Removal Act. making a total of 44 
children admitted. Twenty-two boys and eight girls having reached the prescribed 
age have been withdrawn in the usual manner : one boy has been sent to his friends 
in. Poland and one girl has been adopted by a benevolent lady (both of these 
children were admitted and withdrawn under the provisions of the Pauper Removal 
Act). thus making a total of 32 children withdrawn. There are at present in 
the institution 171 children, of whom 133 are orphans, and the 24 new inmates 
to be elected will make a total of. 195 children—viz.. 113 boys and &2 girls. 
There are at present 28 children (15 boys, 13 girls) in the institution under the Pauper 
Removal Act. The largest number in the institution at one timeduring the year was 
181, the smallest 154; the average for the year was 147, being 1! more than the average 
for 1877, The drawing examination was very successful ; 128 children passed, of whom 
}l were * proficient,” and 41 * excellent.” the latter receiving prizes from the Science 
and Art Department, The resignation of Mr.and Mrs. Chapman, which was announced 
in last year's report. led to the election of Mr. and Mrs. Harris. the present Head-Master 
and Matron. who entered upon their services in May last. and have performed them 
most zealously. There have since then been other changes jn the staff. but the Com- 
mittee believe that they have now an efficient set of restdent officials. The death of 
‘ir Francis Goldsmid, which oceuvred just prior to the day fixed for the Anniversary 
Festival. caused the Executive to forego the holding of the dinner. I ndependently 
of the aid given from time to time by the late Baronet and his family to the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of the Jews’ Hospital. he himself held so prominent a 
position in the community as a survivor of the few who first agitated the question 
of the emancipation of the English Jews. and as the constant advocate of Jewish 

| interests in the House of Commons, that it was felt by Sir Harrow Ellis, the intended 
Chairman, and by the Committee, that the postponement of the dinner was a fitting 
tribute of respect to the memory of a great and good man, who had just died in so 
sudden and painful a manner. A reference to the Balance-sheet would show that a 
large amount had been collected for the Festival. It would also be found that the 
saving of expenditure which was anticipated by those gentlemen who initiated the 
Movement which resulted in the amalgamation of the two charities has been fully 


realised. Many more children are now maintained than at any p evious period, and 
less money is expended. A Festival will be hele on the 7th May next. at which Sir 
Barrow Ellis has kindly consented to take the chair. Ifthe public will respond 
liberally to the call thus made upon them, it will not be necessary to continne thers 
collections every year. And if the friends who give donations regularly when applied 
to would allow their names to be placed on the list of annual subscribers for the 
amount of their donations, there would be an ample income to eupnort the charity 
without need for special collections. 

Mr. Joun HARRIS asked wheter the children who left the institution were ever 
visited by members of the Committee to see how they were getting on. In similar’ 
charities such visitation was regularly made with considerable benefit to the former 
inmates. It would be satisfactory and useful if some information could be afforded 
how the children got on after leaving the institution. 

In reply, Mr. VAN OVEN said that from time to time it was ascertained how some 
of the former pupils were getting on in life. but there was no regular system of visi- 
tation made such as that mentioned by Mr. Harris. He hoped, however, that in a 
little time such a visitation would be regularly organised. 

The CHAIRMAN mentioned that the healthy condition of the inmates continued 
to be exceptionally satisfactory. The low rate of mortality was unequalled in any 
cognate institution. Although the neighbourhood had not been free from epidemics, 
that institution had escaped from any such visitation. He attributed this to the 
excellent system of isolation which was carried out the moment a child exhibited the 
least sign of being unwell. 

The report was then adopted. 

The following were elected inmates: Boys—Alex. FE. Van Noorden, David 
Berkenstadt. Morris E. Van Noorden, Alex. Leon Isaac. Albert Russell, Manasseh 
Blum, Maurice Jacobs, Moses Morris. Abraham Woolf. Asher Ansell. Morris Barnett. 
Israel Moffie, Ephraim Poznanski. Abraham Heiser. Victor Schama and John Jacob, 
Girls—Fanny Levy, Sarah Hyman, Betsey Gaarkuken, Esther Poznanski, Miriam 
Leefson, Lena Jacobs, Sarah Jacoby, Fanny Solomons and Leah De Bear. The two 
last-named had an equal number of votes, and the Committee resolved that both 
girls should be admitted. : | 

During the afternoon the children sang several choruses and songs in the large

A letter haying been read from Mrs. Artom. in acknowledgment of the vote of 
condolence passed to her at the last meeting of the Board. it was resolved that the 
letter should be entered on the minutes. : : 

The SOLICITOR and SECRETARY read a letter received from the Alliance Israélite 
in Paris, enclosing a Hebrew letter from the Jewish community at Rabat, in ~ 
Morocco, who earnestly appealed to the Board for relief. adding that they feared. that 
unless the Board came to their aid, they would be without proper food for the ensuing 
Passover. 

The SoLicrror and SECRETARY mentioned that he had been privately informed, 
on excellent authority. that the state of things in Morocco had improved, and that 
copious showers of rain had fallen. This statement had been confirmed by Mr. M. 
Afialo, the Hon. Sec. of the Morocco Relief Fund. | 

In accordance with a resolution adopted at a previous meeting with regard to a 
similar application from another congregation in Morocco. it was resolved that a copy 
of the letter from Rabat be communicated to the Committee of the Motoeco Relief 
Fund, 

A correspondence from the Secretary of the Hull Congregation with regard to 
neglect in furnishing necessary returns to the Board. and: also on the subject of 
some irregular marriages which had taken place in that town. was reai. 

After the SoLicrror and SECRETARY. had read the minutes of Conferences held 
between the Foreign Committees of the Board and the Anglo-Jewish Association. the 


proceedings terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair. 


JEWISH WORKING MEN’s CLUB AND INstituTe.—Mr, Leonard A. Montefiore 
gave a selection of Readings at this institution, on Saturday evening last. Mr. 
Montefiore’s dramatic powers, which are considerable, were highly appreciated by 
the audience, and were formally acknowledged. at the conclusion, by a vote of 
thanks, passed by acclamation. Miss Parker played several solos on the piano- 
forte, and Mr. W, Curtis sang several songs during the evening.—-On Sunday 
evening a very successful entertainment was given under the direction of 
Mr. H. L. Hyam. The following kindly gave their servjces: Mr. S. Van Praagh 
(whose masterly playing on the violin was enthusiastically encored), Mr. Henri de 
Solla, Miss B. Parker, Mr. S, M. Foote, and the Misses A, and K. Van Weenen.

DEATH OF Mr. 8S. M. Dracu.—On the sth inst., Mr. Solomon M. Drach died in 
his 63rd year, from softening of the brain.

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PROSELYTES OF THE GATE. 


Tiniose who advocate the revival of the order of Proselytes of the Gate found their 


chief argument on the supposition that there is a large number of persons waiting | 


to be admitted to that ancient brotherhood. There are many, it is urged, who, dis- 
satisfied with Christianity, yet have a still stronger aversion to casting in their 
lot with indfels, and to whom some relizious halting-ground midway between 
these two extremes would be unspeakably welcome. There are men who have 
been driven or are on the point of being driven from the Church by a sense of 
the unreasonableness of its doctrines and by a feeling of weariness at the wulti- 
plicity of its various parties, the fierceness of their antagonism, and the smallness 
of the issues that are involved in their conflicts. Such men turn sadly from the 
scene, but only to gaze upon a still less cheerful prospect. They see Atheism in 
its inodern forms staring them in the face—nibilism, naked positivism flaunt- 
ing its barrenuess, orthodox and heterodox Comtism, and the late Mr. MILL’s way 
of understanding the Religion of Humanity. Each of these systems may be com- 
pounded of some good elements, but all alike possess the fatal drawback of knowing 
no Gop. With these the believer whois only dissatisfied with certain forms of reli- 
gion and not with religion itself can obviously have no sympathy. He would far 
sooner remain within the fold of the Church, despite its wranglings and its 
incredible creeds, than quit it to join the company of the ungodly. The seat of 
the scorners has no attractions for him, seeing that the notion which he cherishes 
most lovingly is made the prime object of their scorn, And yet the darkness of 
the prospect does not make him less discontented with the religious surroundings 
amid which he has been brought up. It only fills him with deeper sadness ; for, 
while he longs to breathe a more bracing religious atmosphere than that ia which 
he has hitherto moved, he finds that his longing is likely to remain unsatistied. 


He wouid avoid fcyLia, and CuAryspis seems to be the only alternative. This | 


mental condition is one which, considering the tendencies of the age, we may 
well suppose is becoming more common every day. As the weaker religious 
systems crumble away with the spread of education, the number of those persons 
who are left in perplexity on the boundary that separates belief from infidelity 
will proportionally increase. What is to become of them? They cannot go 
back ; they shrink from advancing. Behind them is the Egy ptian slavery of the 


| intellect from which they have at length been emancipated ; before them lie the 


heaving waters of scepticism, to plunge into which is to destroy their religious 
life. Can no way of escape be found for them? Shall not the East wind blow 


from on high and open a way through the waters to the land of rest beyond ? 


We are told that the saving power is with Judaism. Revive the Order of Pro- 


_ gelytes of the Gate, it is said, and hundreds of perplexed minds will find the 
Tepose they have hitherto been seeking in vain. 


The _—* is one with which our readers mart; ”y this time, be familiar. We 


ourselves have not hesitated to countenance it in maoy articles which we have 
devoted to the subject. Perhaps it may have been thought that we were putting 
forwar.] arguments that had no foundation in fact, and that the honest believers 
whom we represented as being ready for reception as Proselytes of the Gate 
were merely creatures of imagination. If anyone ever entertained such a 
notion, an attentive perusal of our correspondence during the last few weeks 
must have dispelled it once for all. We have published some letters signed 
“TsRAeLian,” the writer of which is, himse.f, one of those who are de-irous of 
exchanging Christianity for a more eatisfactory religion. He is just in that 
mental condition which we have been describing; and he asks for the re-insti- 
tution of the Order of Proselytes of the Gate as a means of affording relief to 
himself and those who share his unsettled state. If the Order be revived he 
will make, he positively assures us, an early application to join it; and he 
believes that in a few years many others will follow his example. He discloses 
to us the reasons that have impelled him to make this avowal, and they reveal 
precisely that mental attitude in which we should have expected to find him. 
With the Christian faith in which he was brought up, he has long since broken 
entirely. He can neither admit its supernatural pretensions, nor even call him- 
self a Unitarian or Christian Theist. In short, there is something inherent in 
Christianity which diverts from it all his sympathy. He sees clearly that even 
in its inceptive and its purest stage it was no improvement upon Judaism, and 
that in its later development it was decidedly retrogressive. Jesus might have 
reformed Judaism ; but iustead of this he was content “to wage war on evil 
spirits, fulfil so-called prophecies, preach the renunciation of worldly pursuits,” 
and, altogether, make the existing confusion in the religious world worse con- 
adel Christianity,in the new direction subsequently given it by Paut,moved 
on still more unsatisfactory tines. Ili sought only to attract converts, and for 
this purpose consistency and principle were readily sacrificed. Compromises were 
made which drew the Gentiles in large numbers to the fold, and introduced with 
them such discordant elements as Gnesticism, Platonism and Paganism. Such an 
unholy alliance brought Christianity to its most corrupt stage. It was the origin 
of those doctrines consigning non-believers to eternal perdition, which have 
been ever since some of the greatest blots with which Christianity has been 
disfigured. 


It may naturally be asked why one who holds such views does not cut the | 


Gordian knot of his perplexity by embracing Judaism, 
give up Christianity, and quite. a different thing to assume all the religious 
responsibilities of the Israelite. . It is not because people are beginning te recog- 
nize the fact that the daughter-religion was a corruption of the system from 
which it sprang rather than an improvement upon it, that they are logically 
bound to subscribe everything that is taught, or to perform everything that is 
rcjuired, by Judairm. Such persons are in teich of a compromise between the 
two systems ; they prefer one to the other, but cannot honestly agree entirely 
with either. If they are utterly out of harmony with the fundameutal principles 
of Christianity, they have no taste for the superstructure of Judaism. If they 
have broken with the former “root and branch,” they feel that they “could not 
willingly or. prolitably take upon them the burden of Jewish ceremonial law.” 
Such a position is perfectly intelligible and is deserving of all respect. We must 
not be out of temper with ‘‘IsraAeLian,” 
they disapprove of certain Jewish observances and distrust their power to bear 
the weight those rites impose.. We must remember that they are looking at 
Judaism from the point of view of the Theist, not of the Jew. They want 
to find for themselves a religious resting-place where they can believe without a

| constant struggle ; they donot want to escape from the fetters of dogma only to

put on the manacles of ceremonial, “Isragiian”’ is perfectly frank with us, 
He is drawn towards Judaism, but only towards its theological and its ethical 
side, The Old Testament was always. a superior book, in his opinion, to the 
New. “To leave the manly piety of the Psalms and the genuine wisdom of 
Proverbs, and to plunge into the cant and rant of the Pauline Epistles,’ was 
always a disappoiating transition for him. The Jewish Church, which was 
“from the first a broad, national institution, setting duty above dogma,” has 
ever commanded more respect from him than the Nazarene sect with ite 
schismatical influences and its uncharitable dogmas. But, in spite of all this, 
he cannot be a Jew. He has often asked himsclf whether he should not apply 
for admission into the Jewish fold, but the reply he has always received has 
been in the negative. He admits the excellence of our ceremonial so far as it 
concerns Jews themselves. It. has saved their religion from mischievous 
encroachments, and it has helped to keep them a healthy and sober race. Lut still 
there are observances from which he dissents ; and altogether he feels that he 
could not take upon himself the duties prescribed by the ceremonial law, and 
that it would not profit him if he did. That he is ignorant of Hebrew is, 

perhaps, the least effective of his reasuns; but everyone will admit that ia other 
respects his argument is cogent enovgh. He cannot cast in his lot entirely with 
us; he will join us, however, as far as he reasonably can, and, therefore, asks to 
be alliliated to the Jowiah body as a Proselyte of the Gate. 

To our miad the request is perfectly reasonable, and one which ought to be 
granted if we are to be logical ourselves. Llere is a man—nay, let us rather say 
here are men—whose desire is to accept the cardinal belicfs and the true ethical 
teaching of Judaism. Ought we or ought we not to satisfy their desire? Only 
‘one answer 80 far as we can see, can be returned to this question. That these 


would-be prosclytes are averse to carrying out Jewish observances can be no 


obstacle to their reception. No one believes that it is the duty of the Israelite 


to exact from his neighbour an allegiance to the ceremonial law. That law has 
been declared, on the contrary, by the very highest authority, to have been 
intended solely for the Jew. The prayer-book teems with passages which 
indivate that institational Judaism is the exclusive heirloom of Ierael, in which 


and those who think with him, because. 
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the Gentile cannot have, because he does not require to have, any share. The 
ceremonial law has been designed to keep the Jewish race alive by separating it, 
even in its diepersion, from others, and to keep Judaism alive by fizing its 
doctrines in a secure setting. This has always been the theory of the most 
conservative teachers ; aud that an intending proselyte has no desire to take 
upon himself the burden of the ceremonial law should, therefore, be rather a 
consideration in his favour than otherwise. But beyond this, it may fairly be 
asked whether we are not positively neglecting our duty as Jews in turning 
coldly away from the overtures—nay, let us say the appeals—of such men as 
“TsRakLian.” They may point to one passage after another in the Bible and 
the -Talmad, all tending to show that the attitude we have chosen to assume 
towards them is not the truly Jewish one. They may cite the undisputed fact 
that such an Order as that of the Proselytes of the Gate did once exist, and they 
may ask why it should not exist now when there is so pressing a need for it+ 
They may point to the incorporation of whole tribes with IsragL at various 
epochs of the Biolical age, to the rabbinical tradition which represents 
NAAMAN the Syrian as a member of the religious brotherhood they would see 
resuscitated, and to the duty of compelling the Gentile to ovey the seven laws of 
the Noachid» which, according to Jewish authorities, Moses imposed upon Israkt, 
end they may ask how such facts can be ignored by those who turn adeaf ear to 
theirdemands. Lut they may do more than this, and etill not be unreasonable. 
They may remind us of the mission which Jews are taught to consider as pecu- 
liarly their own, and they may ask us if we think we are true to it in neglecting 
so splendid an opportunity of gaining many: adherents for the moral and theo- 
logical teaching of Judaism. And itis not easy to see how we can make a 
satisfactory reply. The golden age foreshadowed by the l’rophets, in which 
pure Theism shall be the creed of the word, and peace and righteousness shall 
prevail among mankind, is to be bronght near by the efforts of IsnarL. “Let 
us go with you, for we have heard that Gop is with you,” isto be the cry of 
multitudes as they awake to a sense of their errors and of the truth and nobility 
which are enskrived in the religion. of the Jew. That cry has already been 
uttered, harbinger as it is of a still more widespread yearning after the verities 
of Judaism. It is heard in the appeal of those who would be admitted to the 
Jewish ranks as Proselytes of the Gate, and who may be regarded as the van- 
guard of a far mightier company that, to use the graphic expression of the 


inspired seer, is “tlowing’’ towards us. Surely, we shall be culpably heedless of. 


our duty if we turn such suppliants back with a cowardly or an indifferent non 
possuinns, 

And is the disqniet of such minds to count for nothing ? 
plainly enough that the boon they crave would zive them peace. Ought we not 
manfully to strive to overcome the difliculties that bar the way to a compliance 
with their request for the sake of such a consideration? Nay, such men as 
“TsRAELIAN”’ are halting on the neutral ground between religion and infidelity. 
Unless some outlet is provided for them by which they can escape from their 
equivocal position into the domain of pure Theism, some of them may find that 
they have passed over almost unawares into the territory of unbelief. It is the 
especial function of Judaism to save such waverers and keep them on the side 
of religion ; to leave them to their fate would be to transgress one of the 


grandest precepts that Isnar has to obey. If it be said that they can be rescued | 


by other means than by making them Proselytes of the Gate, that there are such 
sects as that formed by our correspondent, Mr. Voysty, in which such perplexed 
minds can find tranquility, then “IsragLciaANn”™ is ready with Lis reply. Le is 
opposed to the formation of new religious systems because they heighten an 
already excessive party feeling, and weaken the hands of the religious 
wLose combined strength is needed to repel the common foe of unbelief. He 


sees rightly enough that the policy of religious reformers should be, not to - 


multiply sects, but to improve existing religions, and adapt thein to the altered 
- Tequirements of the age. And yet another reason may be added. Modern 
religious theories are never likely to obtain so deep a respect as ancicnt systems 
which put forward ‘a claim to a supernatural origin. The doctrine of living 
. teachers possesses the grave defect of being the product of the human mind, 


and those who are most inclined towards it are never secure either against doubts | 


of its perfectness, or against the thought that they can devise something better 
themselves. With a religion like Judaism it is otherwise. It has lived for 


thousands of years, and the very existence of Isnazu is the witness of its power. 


Its origin lies in remote antiquity. It claims to have sprung from HEAVEN 
itself, and the belief that the claim is well founded constitutes a sanction which 
secures the deepest reverence and obedience of Jews. It is not surprising that 
euch men as “Israevian ” should prefer to take refuge under the wing of such 
a religion to associating themselves with.new sects whose systems are based 
upon a purely human foundation, and whose very existence may be ephemeral. 
They would found their house upon a rock upon which the flood has beaten for 
generations without shaking it, rather than build upon the sbifting sand. Those, 
_ then, who ask to be received as Proselytes of the Gate make a perfectly intelli- 


gible and reasonable demand, and inconsistency on our part will not lie in grant- 
ing, but in refusing their request.

Since my last communication a whole badget of news has accumulated, 
The agitation on the question of admitting converts to Judaism continued for 
some time, both parties, however, soon resigned themseves to avait patiently 
the verdict of the Chief Rabbi and that of the English Press. Both were 
unfavourable to the anti-conversionists, and a great deal of capital was made of 
the comments which appeared in the Jewish Chronicle. One of the articles was 
even reprinted in the Argus, the “ great thunderer’’ of the Antipodes, There is 
a great deal of animosity still rankling in the breasts of the defeated party, and 
the question has served ever since as the casus belli for many a party strife. 
Thus the Reverend Doctor Dittner Jacobson had to soffer for the part he took 
in advocating the making of Geuros. That reverend gentleman in fact has been 
treated not as he deserves. Dr. Jacobson, whois a native of Austria, and 
studied in the renowned mya°w” of Szerdahel (under the late Rabbi Jehuga 
Oszad) and Prague (under the late Rabbi Solomon Rappaport), graduated at the 
University of the latter town. He has since filled the position of Rabbi in 
several Hungarian congregations, and also in Vienna. He is a profourd 
Talmudist and Hebrew Jitiérateur, and an eloqnent lecturer. The first lecture 
which he delivered, ev tempore, on his arrival in Melbourne some cighteen 
months ago, was in German, and gained him his position. The verdict amongst 
the majority was that he is a proud man and uneociable. Owing to the view he 
took regarding the Gueros question, the majority refused to re-elect nim as their 
minister at the last general meeting. The votes were 5!) to 48. Of course, not 
every one of the 258 membcrs recorded bis vote, but it is always the case with 
public meetings in this colony, that only one third, as a rule, take the trouble to 
vote. The last meeting; therefore, was considered a large one. Now, the forty- 
cigut members, who belong to the “ upper-crust,”’ numbering as they do amongst 
them some of the most respectable Jews of Melbourne, feel aggrieved at their 
defeat; and another agitation, which I may term the “ Doctor Jacobson 
Agitation,’ is in full swing. The Monday following the defeat of the doctor's 
party, a meeting of about eighty of his friends and supporters was held, 
and resolutions were carried to petition the Executive to reconsider the decision 
arrived at on the 30th November, and to call another meeting. The struggle is 
now a personal one between the “ Aristocracy ” and “ Democracy” of the mem- 
bers of the Melbouroe Hebrew Congregation. The “ Democrats” cry we are 
poor, and we must save money. The “ Aristocrats ” threaten to form themselves 
into a separate congregation with Dr. Jacobson as their minister. All this is 
very undesirable for the cause of Judaism, which suffers greatly through it. 
The East Melbourne Congregation was the first offender in this respect. The 
Congregation was founded by the Rev. Moses Rintel, who bas very zealously 
served the Melbourne Jews for over thirty years. Some two years ago the Con-’ 
gregation removed their Synagogue from an objectionable locality, and built a 
large and beautiful place of worship in Albert Street, one of the mest respectable 
streets in Melbourne, This entailed a large expenditure, and, consequently, they 
are in debt. Now how to get ont of it? Retrench, ery the worldly-minded 
members, and the first to suffer are the cflicers. Without asking the Rev. Mr. 
Rintel, the majority at the last general meeting reduced his salary from-£400 to 
£300. Mr. Rintel objected, and resigned, and one noisy meeting after another 
was held in consequence. But, Mr. Rintel fearing the consequences of further 
controversy, accepted the position so unwisely and ungratetully forced upon 
him. What an inducement for first-rate lecturers and O°3}M at home to apply 
for a situation in Australia, when our senior Jewish u:inister after thirty years’ 
tervice has his salary reduced to the munificent sum of £300 per annum! The 
fact is the Jews here do not know what they really want. Judaism, which, whilst - 
the Rev. A. F. Ornstien was here was flourishing, has taken a sudden turn, and is 
fast deteriorating. We have no Jewish newspaper, we have no Jewish literary 
society, we have no lecturers, and we shall very soon have no Jewish School, if 
money is to bz the sole basis of our Judaism. And where lies the fault? In 
our public man, is my reply. Men are anxious to become presidents of congre- 
gations In order to be gazetted J.P.’s, They come and vent their oratory at 
meetings in order to get the Jewish vote for Parliament, and when they save 
gained the prize they have coveted they are conspicuous by their apathy for, 
and absence from, Jewish movements. ‘There is one remedy yet, and that is 
* public opizion” in England, which might help to ameliorate the condition of 
Judaism in this colony. The Victorians like to be thought a great deal of a 
home.

Boarp or GuARDIANS or THE Poor THE SPraNisH AND PORTUGUESE 
ConGREGATION.—A circular embodying an appeal for contributions to the funds 
of the Board of Guardians of the Poor of the Spanish and Portuguese Congre-— 
gation has been issued to the members of the Congregation. From this circular 
we learn that acting in accordance with the powers granted by the Board of 
Eiders, the newly-constituted Board of Guardians has commenced its Jabours 
with the inauguration of a system whereby the distribution of the monies voted 
by the Board of Elders and of the several charities in connection with the Con- 
gregation, will be brcught under one administration. Representatives of the 
following time-honoured institutions will be chosen to act as members of the | 
Board : * Mehil Sedaca,” founded 1720, for granting marriage portions to father- 
less girls ; ‘* Honen Dalem,” founded 1724, for granting aid to poor lying-in- 
women and persons in Abel (week of mourning), also to give marriage portions 
to fatherless girls ; “* Massim Tobimw,” instituted 1740, the objects of which were 
to apprentice youths, to lend money (free of interest) to the industrious, to 
reward domestic servants having good character and to assist boys in emigrating. 
The Board has also secured the co-operation of two Trustees of the Lara Fund, 
established for various benevolent purposes. Thus the monies placed at the 
disposal of the Board will by unity of action be distributed with proper dis- 
crimination at an alinost nominal cost. In the circular the President, Mr. Daniel 
Castello, says: “I am happy to acknowledge the courtesy and attention received 
from the Board of Guardians for the Relicf of the German Poor when applica- 
tion was made for information es to the mode of admininistration, and it will be 
the aim of this Board to work in harmony with its sister charity.”

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M. GHICA’S EVASIVE TREATMENT OF THE JEWISH QUESTION 
IN ROUMANIA. 
fO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

€ir,—In your issue of the 24th ult., you reprinted from the Times of the 
90th, M. Ghica’s disingenuous defence of his own intolerant party; to this letter 
1 now beg leave to refer. 

Iam aRoumanian. Assuch, am impelled by a sense of justice and patriot- 
ism to protest against M. Ghica’s unmanly denunciatior s, which he sought to 
render especially acceptable to English readers by the pretence that an English- 
man, after a residence of eight months in Roumania, had discovered that the 
Jews were the guilty perpetrators of deeds of Violence, and that the Roumanian 
people were the victims. M. Ghica, after quoting the tirades of this would-be 
Englishman, says: “ All you have heard about the persecution of the Jews is 
unfrue; they have never been cither tortured or plundered.” 

Ronmanian statesmen have habitually sought to argue away the gravity of 
facts affecting the Jews, or to assign the infliction of miechief to economical or 
political considerations, Yet no Koumanian statesman has ever ventured to call 
“untrue” the accounts of the long series of cruelties inflicted on Jews in 
Roumania ever since 1866. These cruclties have been chronicled in the public 
press of Europe and America, investigated by the representatives of the foreign 
Powers, discussed in Parliaments, and stigmatised at public meetings in London 
and in other capi‘als. They form the topics of voluminous remonstrances in 
English Blue Books and in the diplomatic publications of both Continents. Every 
educated Roumanian, with the exception of such men as M. Ghica, remembers 
the destruction of the synagogue in Bucharest, the pillages at Calarasch and 
Berlad, the noyades at Galatz, the outrages at Tecuci, the bloody scenes in 
Bessarabia (1872), the crueliies at Darabani, the expulsion of thousands of 
fa nilies from the rural districts, continued on a large scale at Vaslai during the 
rigorous winter of 1876, when the roads were filled with Jewish men, women 
and children, perishing from cold and hanger. To these outrages—a disgrace 
io our age—must be added that legislative persecution, in which men of M. 

thica’s position took a prominent part. Are‘not the Roumanian Jews excinded 
from all liberal professions, from public offices, from political and municipal 
privileges, from the exercise of certain trades, from the right of holding real 
estate in towns and villages? Are they not disowned in their native country? 


M. Ghica need not be reminded that, while treated as foreigners and denied * 


every right, the Roumanian Jews have to support all the charges devolving on 
‘citizens, and that in the army they come forth bravely to defeml their country. 

M. Ghica could have furnished you with the key to the Jewish Question in 
Roamania. The persecution of which they have to complain does not arise 
from any deep rooted hatred or fanaticism of the Roumanian people against 
the Jews, and is not induced by alleged odious deeds or habits of the latter. 
Tho false position of the Roumanian Jews is the immediate outcome of a most 
condemuable political system. The three and a half millions of Roumanian 
peasants, naturally kind-hearted, are actuated more by superstition than by reli- 
gion.’ They have no respect for their priests, and are neither educated nor are 
they fanatics. Iv is only in the cities, among the mercantile classes, who are mainly 
composed of Bulgarians and Greeks, that commerciil jealousy against Jewish 
competitors is systematically fostered. When ia 1855 the so-called Liberal, or 
Red Party was formed by Messrs Bratiano and Rossetti, the latter songht the 
political support of these mercantile classes, by sacrificing to them their Jewish 
competitors. ‘Tlie other party soon made use of the same manceavre, and thus 
the Jews became a cheval de bataille for any of the factions which for the time 
being was in power. Each party outbid the other in this purchase of popularity 
at the cost of the unprotected vews. : 


by such base proceedings the sentiments and impulses of the-masses were 


corrupted and misdtrec'ed, until they were vented in those hideous outrages 
which filled the world with horror and indignation. Taking into account the 
mischief which nas been done, an em‘nent Roumanian statesman observed to the 
writer of this letter: ** We ought to be grateful to Europe for having delivered 
us fro:n this moot question, which was a plague on our body politic and stirred 
up party strife, - It disgraced the country, prevented the development of a true 
Constitutional system, and disturbed our relations with Europe. Let, by the 
removal of the legal disabilities of the Jews, this two-edged sword be taken 
away from the hands of parties, and nowhere will the Jews lead a better life 
than in Roumania.” 

After having denied the existence of all persecution, M. Ghica is compelled 
to admit the existence of certain disabilities, and he accounts for them by saying 
that the Jews “are full of prejudice and fanaticism ; they gain their living by 
low means or by extortion ; they live in the greatest filth, sell adulterated drinks 
and bad merchandise, and lend at exorbitant rates. .....” 

dating M. Ghica’s uumentionable Englishman, no unbiassed witness would 
defile hig pen by writing down a Jew asa monster. The Roumanian Jew is in 
many respects superior to his fetlow-subjecis. He is sober, industrious, and 
peace-lovi: g. ‘The majority of the Roumanian Jews are artizans, earning a 
modest livelihood by hard toil. Being excluded from a connection with landed 
estates and liberal professions, a considerable number engage in commerce. If 
they thrive in this, it is by dint of their frugal habits and their superior activity 
which allow them, amidst their German, Greek or French competitors, to bay 
advantageous'y and sell better merchandise at very low rates. Many of them 
are engaged in monetary pursuits, and, holding a certain position, deserve 
and ehjoy the utmost respect. Dut it is far from the fact, that the Jews 
monopolise all pecuniary transactions ; in sooth, the property of that class of 
Jews is very moderate. The sweeping assertion that the Jews sell bad mer- 
chandise and adulterated liquors (it should beremembered that since the year 1872 
Jews have been forbidden to sell liqaors in raral communes), and gain their 
livelihood by means of extortion, rests on the unsubstantial testimony of M. 
Ghica, Official statistics show that an infivitely smaller proportion of Jews than 
of any other part of the Roumanian population have been charged or convicted 
of an infraction of the law. | 

M. Ghica states that Roumania contains 400,000 Israelites, viz , one-tenth 
of the population. In the absence of reliable statistics, everybody gives his 
own computation, which varies between 100,000 and 1,000,000. Trustworthy 
examinations, supported by official evidence, show that the number of Jews docs 
not exceed 250,000, of whom a portion, probably not Jess thau 100,000 are 
foreigners (Austrians, Germans, Russiane, &c.,) whilst the remainder are J2ou- 


mantan Jews, QOaly the latter are in question when political rights or citizen- 
bhip are spoken of. | 


M. Ghica, however, diviles the Jewish population into two sections, the 


“Spaoish” and the “Polish” Jews. ‘Ihe first. section, nuinbering 12,000, he 
considers as clean, honest, enlightened, and respectable in every sense of the 
word ; “they enter,” he says, “into the customs and aspirations of the Rou- 
manians, and are beloved and esteemed. Among them are lawyers, doctors and 
ett I shall not now ask why these Spanish Jews, on whom M. Ghica 


estows this glowing testimony, have not yet been admitted to the rights of | 


Citizenship, aud why they still hold the same position of outlaws as their ill- 


— 


fated brother Jews, whom M. Ghica calls “Polish Jews, who only began to 
immigrate after the war of 1828.” He contradicts himself in stating that “ trom 
the very earliest times the Jews were perfectly free in the principalities.” Do 
these “ very earliest times” only begin with 1828, aad have no Jews, other than 
the Spanish, been in the principalities before that period? History traces their 
existence in this country even before the foundation of the principalities in the 
13th and 14th ceutaries. A rescript of the Emperor Theodosins ordered (in the 
year 397) the Rectores of Dacia to protect the Jews and their synagogues. 
Trajan, on coming into Dacia, found Jewish settlements there. When, in the 
Lith century, the Jews were expelled from Ilungary, they came into Wallachia 
and settled at Turnu (now called Tarou-Severin), of which they soon made a 
flourishing trading-place. During the wars of the Poles and Cossacks (1615- 
1655) many Jews fled into Wallachia, and many remained in the country as 
prisoners of the Tartars. Thus their number increased ; they were held to be 
“perfectly free,” that is to say, they were in the same position ae the rest of the 
population, jabouring under the weight of the prevailing oppression and 
despotism. Prince Cantemir tells us: ‘The Jews are su/jecis and pay the largest 
taxes. The Moldavians look upon trade as dsgraceful. The Turks, Geeeks, 
Armenians and Jews have taken hold of the entire commerce,” It was fortunate 
that the Jews were there to carry on commerce, other vise the ignorant Boyar 
and the down trodden, brutalised peasant would have been at’ a loss to satisfy 
their simplest wants. , 

The Jews hal become a nec asity to such a degree, that Princes and Boyars 
favoured’ and encouriged their immigration. M. Epureano, a distinguished 
politician, said in 1867: * We were in need of new commercial agents; and 


the indigenous Jews supplied our wants from new buainess places.. When . 


we needed artisans, this fresh want caused an immigration of a second class of 
Jews, viz., skilled artisans. Later on we lacked capital; with this we were 
again supplied by Jews.” 

- Oo this historical evidence I may again bo permitted to correct M. Ghica, 
and divide the Jewish population into Jtoumanian (Spanish or otherwise) — 
viz., those who belong to Roumania, either from time immemorial or since later 
genera'iors, or who have been born there without belonging to a foreign nation- 
ality—and into /orcign Jews, who, like all foreigners, neither lose their nationality 
on coming to Roumania, nor are likely to desire to exchange it for the Roumanian 
nationality. | 

M. Ghica has followed the system of the Roumanian courts by denying the 
existence of Jtoumanian Jews, who are absolutely treated as foreigners. A:mong 
these Jews, Spanish or not, M. Ghica may find the desired assimilation with 
“ Roumaocian customs and aspirations.” Uunireds frequent the Roumanian 
schools, and others study in foreign countries, and are doctors of medicine, of 
philosophy and of law (which they are not allowed to practise). The Roumanian 
language is correctly spoken by them, and some have excelled by their. contribu- 
tions to Roumanian literature. Lastly, it is universally acknowledged even by 
their fiercest opponents that during the late war the Roumanian Jews evinced 
the highest patriotism. Jewish soldiers fought with the utmost valour and 
courage, and many of them sacrificed their lives for Roumania, which treats their 
native coreligionists as outlaws. During the war the Jews in Roumania vied 
with each other in aiding the cause of their country. A Jewish ainbulance was 

ably managed by Jewish physicians, and received the public thanks of the chief 
in command, 

Are these Jews the men whom M. Ghica points out as having nothing in 
common with Roumania, and whose equality of rights would be fraught with 
danger? Let the Jews enjoy this equality, and there is no reason why they 
should not become as good patriots as their coreligionists in other countries. 

The Armenians, naturalised since 1875, are now held to be Roumanians, and 
the Jews would a'so be regarded as such if allowed the same equality. To these 
Jews the Convention of Paris, Ariicle 45, gave civil rights. Theo Berlin Treaty 
has now secured to them complete equality. , 7 

There is no legitimate reason for calling together a Constiivante to give 
equality of rights to the Roumanian Jews. Art. ¢ of the Constitution provides 
that the rules for the acquisition of the quality of Jtowmanian are given by the 
Civil Law, and Art. 5 guarantees liberty of conscience, Henes the present 
Chambers ought now to pass-a law reeognising the Roumanian Jews (viz , those 
natives who belong to no foreign nationality) as. citizens, 

It is only in order to comply with the stipulation of Art. 4 of the Berlin 
Treaty, inasmnch as the equal treatment of all fore(guers and Jiberty of trade ia 
concerned, that Art. 7 of the Constitution must be changed, for in its second 
paragraph it only provides for foreigners of the Christian faith ac yuiring 
naturalization, 

Bat with regard to the emancipation of all Roumanians, whether Jews or 
Mahomedans, it is an iadisputable fact that an ortinary civil law could effect it, 
and such law ought to have been passed. Instead of this, the Chambers pass 
resolutions whic in their public assembly itself have been correctly stigmatised 
as a subterfuge, and as a pretence standiog ia lieu of an honest promise. 

It is the mission of my native country to become the medium of civilization 
in the East, and it is the mission of civilization to demolish the barriers of in- 
equality amongst all the subjects of the land. Any one maintaining that the 
Roumanian Jews shall not be emancipated simultaneously and completely, 
merely seeks to strengthen the hands of those statesinen whore narrow-minded 
policy has occasioned in past years, anc would reproduce in comiog years, the 
hurrors and outrages which unhappily have been committed in settiug one class 
of men against another.—I am, Sir, yours obediently,

_RE-CONSECRATION OF THE BRISTOL SYNAGOGUE. 


On Sunday last, the Synagogue at Bristol was re-consecrated, after having 
been closed for internal decoration. The old Synagogue in Temple Street was 
pulled down nearly eight years ago, owing to the site being required for town 
improvements, A site in Park Row, for the erection of another Synagogue, was 
accordingly secured. The new building {which was erected at a cost of about 
£4,000, including the site, from designs by Mr. H. H. Collins) was consecrated 
by the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Adler, in September, 1871. The internal decoration 
was not then carried ont. This work has just been completed at a cost of about 
£200, which was raised by subscription. 

The Synagogue was crowded, many present being non-Jewish residents of 
Clifton and Bristol. The Rev. B [last, Reader of the Birmingham Congregation, 
assisted by the Rev. A. Miiller, of the Bristol Congregation, conducted the 
service, and the Rev. G. J. Emanuel, Minister of the Birmingham Congregation, 
delivered an eloquent sermon. The choral portions of the service were rendered 
by a choir composed of the sons of members of the Bristol Synagogue, under 
the efficient direction of Mr. M. D. Davis, Choir Master of the New West Eud 
Synagogue. Several of the leading members of the Birmingham Congregation 
attended the service. 

The usual circuits of the Synagogue having been made by those carrying 
the Scrolle of the Law towards the Ark, 

The Rey, G. J. EMANUEL then delivered a Sermon, He said the joyous ceremony 
they had just performed of solemnly re-dedicating that building to the worship of 
God must bring to their minds, as the contemplation of it brought to his, the first 
edifice raised by their ancestors to the service of the Supreme. Of that edifice, the 
Tabernacle of the Wilderness, he purposed speaking to them that day. directing their 
attention not to its outward form or interior decoration, not to the nature of its 
materials or the fashion of its parts and vessels. but to the objects intended to be 
attained by the Tabernacle. and he should endeavour to show them how those objects, 


varied and important though they were. might be attained by that comparatively | 


humble building which they had raised and now again devoted to holy purposes. 
With those views he took for his text Exodus xxv. 4.. “They shall make for me a 
sanctuary, and I will dwell among them.’ After enlarging upon the text, and 
pointing out that the Tabernacle was not to be rewarded as the dwelling-place of God, 
but as a symbol to remind Israel of God's constant presence and watchfulness, he pro- 
ceeded to inquire why of all the terms by which the Tabernacle was known the name 
Sanctuary was used in the text. To answer that question he said they must consider 
the significance of the various names of the Tabernacle. and remarking that there 
were three-—tent. tabernacle. honse—said they signified different species of dwelling- 
places, and pointed to that object of the Sanctuary which he had named, viz.. that it 
should be a symbol of God's’ constant presence among the people. The Tabernacle 
was also called “the Tent of the Testimony.” because the Decalogue called testimony 
was the most. sacred object preserved in the Tabernacle. and that term pointed to 
another purpose of the Tabernacle—that it should be the receptacle of the sacred 
Tablets of the Law : and the Tabernacle was called by one other name, “the Tent of 
Appointment,” because it was the appointed place where God, through Moses addressed 
the people. and where the people prayed to God. sacrificed to Him, and listened 
reverentially to His command ; and that name pointed to yet another object of the 
Tabernacle, viz., that it should be a place of meeting between God and His creatures. 
The Tabernacle, he observed, was among the memories of history—not a shred of it 
survived, ° The Temple at Jerusalem. its great successor. was also little more than a 
memory. All that could be seen of it were a few mighty stones. whieh every Sabbath 
were wetted by the tears of faithful Israelites. gathered from all the quarters of the 
globe. But though Tabernacle and Temple had perished. they had yet places they 
deemed holy. Wherever a few Israelites had been allowed to rest from their weary 
wanderings, there they had established a house of God. And the question arose in 
every earnest mind. conld their holy places be to them what the Tabernacle and Temple 


were to their ancestors’ They could. not equal the former in beauty and costliness, — 


nor rival the latter in magnificence and splendour, but could they serve the purpose 
for which God intended the holy house which he commanded to be raixed! Without 
hesitation he answered they could ; they had the power to make their synagogues 
sanctuaries, they had only to remember and apply the instruction comprised within 
the text. Their motive, he observed. in establishing that house of worship could not 
be doubted or questioned, A handful of Israelites, they had striven, and not in vain, 
to testify their devotion to the God of Israel. Emaulating the pious zeal of their 
ancestors and animated by the desire to discharge not inadequately what they accepted 
as a solemn obligation. they had by their free-will offerings raised, and now again 
adorned, that chaste edifice, Their synagogue attained the first object. achieved by 
the Tabernacle —it was a monument raised by them to the honour of God’s holy name. 
If their synagogue was to be a sanctuary it must be to them a symbol reminding them 
constantly of God's never-ceasing presence. Their synagogues, too, must be tents of 
the testimony: they contained the Scrolls of the Law. With solemn, stately ceremony 
they had just placed in the Ark copies of the Pentateuch as handed down to them 
from time immemorial. They must regard them not as quaint and curious MSS., not 
us the record of antiquated. obsclete legislation, but as sacred volumes, as the books 
of God, as fresh fountains whence they might draw the waters of life. They must 
venerate them as though they were given to them by God that very day ; they must 
listen to their words with reverence. sludy their precepts with joy, and obey all their 
commands, Their synagogue, too, must be a tent of appointment between God and 
man. They must come there to meet God, not to see their friends and be seen by 


them : to commune with God, not to converse with their neighbours ; to pray to God, 


not to sit idle and listless. They must come there to meet their God. to adore His 
greatness, to thank Him for His past mercies, to make, known to Him all their wants, 
and lay bare before Him all their sorrows, and to implore His help. He implored 
them not to rest until they had suceeeded in making their synagogue a true sanctuary. 
In times past their synagogue had acquired fame as the training place for Jewish 
ministers. Let them determine that henceforth it should be the training place of 
Jewish worshippers. There let them free themselves from the fetters of sin. purify 
their desires, set before themselves noble objects of ambition, teach their children 
love for all that was great and good, reverence for what was holy, obedience and 
devotion to their Heavenly Father ; so would their community grow in worth and in 
virtue, a band of Israelites. beloved of man, approved by God, happy and spreading 
happiness. faithfully performing their mission as members of the kingdom of 
priests—the holy nation. In conclusion, he said that they besought God to let His 
glorious presence sanctify that spot. and to let the sanctity of His presence be 
experienced, so that all who entered might exclaim. “Surely the Lord is in this place.” 
Might God bless that congregation, their wardens and rulers, their ministers and 


- members, their sons and daughters, and grant that in each might be verified the 


words of the prophet. “The spirit of the Lord shall rest upon Him, the spirit of 
wisdom and understanding. the spirit of counsel and might. the spirit of knowledge 
and of fear of the Lord.” ‘So bless that and every community in Israel until the 
great day when the mighty trnmpet shall sound, the glorious banner be unfurled. and 
God gathered them from every corner of the earth to their own bright land. where 
once again they should build a temple to His glory more beautiful than that of Moses, 
more stately than that of Solomon, a temple that no human hands should ever 
demolish, bat in which and in its copies throughout the world Israel and all mankind 
should worship and adore Him, and should be spiritualised and blessed by Him for 
ever and ever. | 

After the service, the miuistera and the members of the congregation were 
entertained by Mr. Henry Simmons, the Warden, who had taken the leading 
part in the movement for the decoration of the Synagogue and had also trained 
the choir. In recognition of Mr. Simmons’s zealous services, the congregation

ROUMANIA, 


[REUTER'S TELEGRAM. 
BUCHAREST, Fen, 19, 

The Deputies of the Centre Party. after negotiating for months with the Liberals, 
have now formed a coalition with the Conservatives. The Opposition being also sup. 
ported by public opinion have addressed an interpellation to the Government in tho 
Senate on the subject of the religious disabilities question. their object being to bring 
about the overthrow of the Government on this point. 

The religious question continues to arouse the keenest excitement in the country, 


The Bucharest Correspondent of the Standard writes under date Bucharest. 
Feb. 4th :— 


“What specially saddens and discourages our statesmen in the matter js 
the attitude of the Western Powers in declining to recognise the definite 
independence of their country and to take energetic action in aiding us to solve this 
delimitation difficulty. The existence of this feeling is well-known here, and it is 
sufficiently manifested in the circular which has been addressed to the Powers. We 
are unable to conceive the reason of the indifference exhibited by the Western Powers 
on our behalf. It certainly cannot be for their interest, seeing that there has been 
the fullest recognition at Paris. London and Viennathatthe cession of the Dobrudscha 


and the mouths of the Danube was in the interest of Europe generally. We flatter 


ourselves that the military virtue exhibited in the late War impressed the Powers 
who confided this trust to our keeping with the conviction that we should at néed 
know how to defend it. and that our resistance to the extortionate and humiliating 
exigencies of our late ally has equally demonstrated a determination and ability to 
defend by cogent argument our political rights. These qualities have justly raised 
us in the estimation of civilised Europe. which fora time gave us all the aid we 
needed ; and we are amazed and disheartened to find in the matters of our independ- 
ence and the delimitation difficulty that we are, as it were, abandoned. No one can 
deny that Roumania has loyally fulfilled every stipulation of the Treaty. except the 
recognition of Jewish equality before the law : but that stipulation is also in way of 
execution. the only obstacle being one which no Constitutional country can ignore — 
viz., the necessity of revising the opposing article of the Constitution. We cannot 
conceive. therefore. that this unavoidable delay can be a valid motive for refusing 
the recognition of our independenee. for surely no one in England or France can 
doubt that at the earliest possible moment, consistent with Parliamentary forms. 
Jews will be invested with the full rights of Roumanian citizenship, provided only 
they are Roumanians. Unfortunately, there are very few native Jews in Roumania, 
In the Congress M. Waddington said it would be the duty of the Jews to merit by 
their conduct the entrée into the Roumanian family which was to be accorded to them. 
It is. however. of no use to conceal that people here consider there are valid, social 
and economical objections to conceding citizenship to the Jews en masse. Though so 
small a proportion are native born, they have managed to get into their hands nearly 
all the capital of the country. and if they were left quite uncontrolled they would 
soon hold all the landed property as well. People do not tolerate the idea of sinking 
into such a position of financial servitude as this : but nothing is further from their 
thoughts than any idea of religious prosecution. The risk of personal collision 
Which occasionally arises is owing to jealousy from the sharp competition existing in 
certain localities between Jews and Greeks, or between Bulgars and Roumanians. No 
one can pretend that the Jews are not allowed to worship freely in the synagogues 
throughout Roumania. and a by no means unfrequent sight in the villages is a con- 
course of peasants outside, waiting patiently for the conclusion of the service to 
transact the business they have with the members of the congregation. I know some 
of my countrymen accuse the Jews of dishonesty in trading : but apart from the 
difficulty. which is as strong now as in the days of Xenophon, of drawing the 
boundary between honest and dishonest trading. I do not think the charge is very 
well founded, 

~ After the declaration of the Government in regard to the necessary revision of 
the Constitution. the Senate at once nominated a Commission to determine the mode 
of procedure. The Chamber of Deputies have not been nearly so prempt. for they 
have wasted much time in discussions which, though useless, are inevitable where 
perfect freedom of speech exists. They justified themselves. however. by declaring 
that no real delay was occasioned, as a general election could not take place until the 
right of way of the Russians across our territory had ceased, or the electors would act 
under the effect of military intimidation which our amiable neighbours would not 
fail to exercise. In no case can the new Parliament meet before June. and though 
some of the Deputies for districts where Jews are the most numerous will resist the 
change to the last, there is no doubt that. under the pressure of the overwhelming 
necessity Which exists. their opposition will be overcome; and all political and reli- 
gious inequality cease.” 

The Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, organ of the German Prince Chancellor, in 
an important note. gives a denial to a statement published by the Arewz-Zeituny, to 
the effect that Germany had appointed a Minister-Resident at Bucharest. This 
appointment, says the first-mentioned journal, will not be possible, until Rowmania 
shall have integrally fulfilled all the stipulations of the Berlin Treaty. 

Tho Opinione, of the Sth inst., states that the Italian Government has declared to 
the special envoy from Roumduia that Italy will not separate itself from the Western 
Powers. and that it can therefore not comply with the request of the Cabinet of 
Bucharest, that it should recognise the independence of Roumania before the latter 
has fully carried out the ternis of the Treaty of Berlin. | 


SAnpby's Row SyNAGoGUE,—A special general meeting of the members of the 
Sandys Row Synagogue, and of the Benefit Society connected therewith. was held 
on Sunday last at Zetland Hall, Mansell Street ; Mr. B. I. Van Staveren, President, 
in the chair. The object for which the meeting was convened was to consider and 
adopt revised laws of the Synagogue and the Society. This revision had become 
necessary owing to the increased importance and growth of the. Cheba since the 
laws framed for its government were adopted in September, 1867, The meeting wa> 
attended by a very large number of members, The revised laws, having first been 
passed seiatim, were adopted en bloc, The Chebra, which is perhaps the largest of the 
“minor " synagogues, had last year 45:3 members (nearly all working men and the 
majority natives of Holland), Their contributions amounted to a little over £300. 
The income from offerings reached £125, the total receipts being about £713 against 
an expenditure of £77‘), The latter includes an exceptional item of £247, for the 
recent re-building and re-decoration of the synagogue. The society last year still 
owed its members £147, being the residue of the sum advanced by them in “1 shares 
a few years ago, in order to pay off a heavy building debt, by which means the 
necessity for appealing te the Jewish public for aid was obviated.
